ASSESSMENTS AND COLLEOTION OF

' TAXES,
Justice and policy concur in re-

uiring that the burden of taxation
shall be bofne equally b’y all. Under
our present system of assessment
the grossest inequalities exist. To
remedy the evil I recommend that
our gssessment laws be so revised as
to confer upon some one of the ex-
ecutive officers of the State the nom-
ination of & board of assessors for
each county, subject to the confirma-
tion of the County Court of each
county, or that such board be elect-
ed by the people of each county,
and the compensation of the board
be fixed with relation to' the value
of the taxable property of each coun-
ty; that the Secretary of State,
Comptroller and Secretary of the
Treasury be created s revisory
board, elothed with the power to re-
vise and equalize the assessments of
the county boards of assessment.
The asscssment of real property to
be made for a term of years and ol
personal property for’ a shorter
period.
[t is believed that a system of as-
sessment of this character will ap-
proximately secure the equality so
much desired.

UNEW ISSUE OF THE BANK OF TEN-

NESSEE.
In ebedieneo to the direction of
the General Assembly, 1 employed
counsel to contest in the courts the
liability of the State for issue of the
Bank of Tennessee after the 6th of
May, 1861, The attorneys employ-
ed have performed their agency dil-
igently and faithfully, and have de-
veloped thg evidence tending to
show that the bank issued that cur-
rency to maiotain the late war
against the United States. A copy
of the opinion of the Supreme Court
of Tennessee, when the question was
last before it, is submitted to you,
and from that opinion it will be
seen that the liability of the State
turns upon whether the money was
issuod to support the war.
STATE DEBT.

A bill was adopted by the Gener-
al Assembly, at its last regular ses-
sion, providin: for a settlement of the
State debt.  Vhe bill was the result
of mutual concessions on the part of
the bondholders, railroad companies
and the State, and was adopted by
the General Assembly in a spirit of
compromise. I gave that bill my
approval. My conyictions upon the
subject have undergone wno change.
I still believe that a settlement, to
fair, satisfactory and permanent,
should embody the compromises and
principles of that bill, and any set-
tlement more burdensome upon the
people than the one proposed by it
will fail to command popular appro-
val, which is the only sure rock upon
which public eredit can be built. A
concession of the extraordi de-
mands of the self-constituted bond-
holders committee would, in my
opinion, involve the State in irre-
trievable embarrassments. The State
